States navy after tests which were] 
satisfactory to tlie department. The 
aew system is the invention of a young; 
American. Dr. Lee De Forest, a grad- 
uate of Yale university of the class of 
1S9G. 


The De Forest system, like all of the 


wireless systems of teJejjrapby. Is based 
on the Hertzian wave theory. The vi- 
tal difference between the Marconi and 
the De Forest systems involves the co- 
herer, a glass tube filled with metal 
filings which i* udkd by practically all 
the systems except the De Forest. The 
De Forest device is equipped with a 
substitute for the coherer, and this 
method 13 called the responder. The 
Inventor claims the substitution gives 
lite Instrument a treat advantage and 
that in this respect bis method is supe- 
rior. 


Dr. De Forest says the disadvantages 


of the coherer are the necessity of a 
mechanical decohering device, the com- 
plication of apparatus, uncertainty of 
action and "time lag," by reason of 
•which the speed of word transmission 
Is limited to the capacity of the receiv- 
ing instruments and on account of 
which great care must be taken by the 
•ending operator not to exceed iu speed 
the ability of the receiving instrument 
to record his messages. Fifteen words 
per minute is the maximum speed of 
the coherer system, according to Dr. De 
Forest. 


The inventor of the new system says 


the "responder" is absolutely automatic 
in its action, obviating the necessity of 
coherers, decoherers and 
induction 


coils. It affords absolute precision and 
accuracy in operation, simplicity of 
construction, >and in rapidity of word 
transmission is only limited to the skill 
of the operator. 
. 


Dr. De Forest believes his system 


solves the problem of the future com- 
mercial success of wireless telegraphy. 
Under ordinary conditions a speed of 
forty words a minute can be easily

maintained.. In the Marconi system a 
rather awkward lever forms the sender, 
while the De Forest mechanism is filled 
with Morse keys. 


It was while Dr. De Forest was a stu- 


dent at the Sheffield school at Yale that 
he made his discovery of the "respond- 
er." While there the degree of Ph. D. 
was conferred upon him for special sci- 
entific researches Into the subject of 
.Hertzian wave phenomena. His work 
at Yale was supplemented at the Ar- 
mour institute -of Technology. Chicago,, 
in whose laboratories the efforts of the 
inventor were devoted to the problem. 
The invention is the product of years of 
work and experiment along- original 
Hues. 


Stations are being constructed by the 


De Forest company at Cape Hatteras 
and Block island, 300 miles apart. 
From these two stations coasting 
steamers will be kept constantly in 
touch with the land. Besides these the 
company already has stations at Key 
West Havana, San Juan. St. Thomas, 
W. I.; Nassau, Bahamas, and at Ver« 
Cruz, Mexico. A line of stations will 
also be established between New York 
and Chicago. 


Dr. I>e Forest soys that despite the 


difference between his .system nud 
Marconi's the messages of both are In- 
tercepted easily. The remedy for tWs 
obstacle is said to be a syutonic sys- 
tem, aud this improvement is being 
tried by both inventors. Dr. De Forest 
la not chary in his praise of Marconi. 
He said recently: 


•"Of course Marconi will go down In 


history as the Inventor of wireless te- 
legraphy. It Is the siime principle as in 
the case of the telephone. Ellsba Gray 
really invented the system, but Alex- 
ander Grnhnm Bell Introduced the tele: 
phono Into use. We have boon theo- 
rists and experimenters, and. although 
our invention may have been as ad- 
vanced as that of the Italian, he gave 
Ills work to the world first. Marconi is 
entitled to every honor aud every emol- 
ument that may conic to him. for he U 
a genius and bus shown astounding 
energy."

Children, even the tiniest ones, are 


more capable of reasoning than -we give 
them credit for being. If your child is 
bad tempered, selfish or a story teller, 
In nine crises out of ten it is your own 
fault. If you had taken these faults in 
their very beginnings, when the child 
waf perhaps a mere baby, you would 
not have to keep correcting him now 
find devising new forms of punishment, 
t'he trouble with the average mother is 
that she waits until the chHd is "old 
enough to understand." 
When the 


child is old enough to show signs of a 
fault, then he is old enough to be re- 
strained from committing that fault 
and to be helped to that end in the kind- 
est and most patient of ways. 


Very few children need heroic han- 


dling, but all need watchful and con- 
stant care, together with advice suited 
to their small understandings. Never, 
if possible, break a child's spirit or 
pride. Do not scold or reprove him in 
the presence of company. Speak to him 
quietly afterward. 


Above all, be just In your treatment 


of the little ones. Let your "No" be a 
"No" and your "Yes" a "Yes," and do 
Hot let circumstances or the presence of 
Other people make you relax your laws. 
Once the child realizes that you cannot 
be coaxed or fretted into giving in, he 
will reaign himself to the situation, par- 
ticularly if you have mudo the Justice 
of your position clear to him.

the iceman and milkman, which bills 
we pay weekly. We have un arrange- 
ment that whenever my wife breaks 
into her last ten dollar bill she uotilies 
me, and I give her whatever sum bhe 
wishes. If she hns a dressmaker's bill 
to pay, she tells me the amount and 
that is added to the usual amount; if 
It Is near rent day, the rent is also 
added. When a surplus accumulates 
in my pocket from my wages (my only 
source of revenue), it goes into one of 
three savings banks. We h:ive three 
bankbooks —one a mutual one, one 
mine and .one hers. If it is to be put to 
the mutual account, I give it 'to her 
and she deposits it; if to her account, 
she deposits it; if to mine, I deposit it. 
Thus there is no need of an allowance, 
as there is never auy question brought 
up as to what my wife does with the 
money she hauules.

McMorrow, a general organizer of the 
Boot and Shoe Workers' union, has 
arrived in Lynn, summoned from Chi- 
cago by President Tobin of the or- 
ganization to take general charge of 
the situation in Lynn for his union

The Boot and Shoe workers intend

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AN. 30, 18d3, was the date of a 


spirited encounter off the beaten 
track of war between General 
Roger A. Pryor's Confederate 


Jirigade and Corcoran's Irish legion. 
The scene "was near Suffolk, in south- 
eastern Virginia, a region never before 
disturbed by anything more serious 
than chance collisions between scouts 
and pickets. 


The gallant 
Corcoran had just 


reached the front in search of new 
fighting adventures after his narrow 
escape from death as a hostage in Lib- 
by prison. The fame of bis exploits at 
the head of the old Sixty-ninth at the 
first battle of Bull Run and his noble 
bearing under sentence of the gallows 
had called to his standard a new legion 
of his countrymen, among others a 
militia regiment bearing the number of 
the volunteer Sixty-ninth. 


The war had spared Suffolk because 


the destruction of the Merriniac and 
the activity of the Federal fleet upon 
the adjacent waters gave It into con- 
trol of the north, and the south didn't 
think It worth the cost of a battle. 
Suffolk is on the navigable Nansemond 
and close to the fertile lands of Vir- 
ginia and Carolina coast counties. As 
provisions grew scarce in the Confed- 
erate camps the harvest fields near 
Suffolk tempted the foragers far be- 
yond their lines of safety. 


When McClellan's army was with- 


drawn from the peninsula in 1862, the 
division of General John J. Peck was 
sent to Suffolk to garrison the town 
and port and also to guard the rich 
granaries against forays by the hunger- 
ing Confederates. The pick of the 
spoil lay within the Federal cavalry 
picket line, and every attempt of the 
enemy to make a rich haul was an- 
nounced at General Peek's headquar- 
ters by alert scouts. 


On Jan. 29 word reached General 


Peck that General Roger A. Pryor, 
with a brigade of Infantry and twelve 
guns, had crossed the Blackwater river 
with an empty wagon train and was 
encamped around Kelly's store, four-

teen miles from Suffolk. 
The empty 


wagons Indicated that the Confederates 
v. ere on n foraging expedition. 


Alter verifying the news by means of 


fleet cavalry scaurs and couriers Peck 
organized a force of 4,800 men; includ- 
ing cavalry uud artillery, and placed 
Corcoran 
iu 
command. 
Corcofnn 


inurcluHl from Suffolk shortly after 
midnight, and a rapid advance of two 
lioi'is brought his cavulry into col- 
lision with the enemy's pickets. The 
Confederates retired upon the main 
line of battle, and by the light of thp 
enemy's rnmpflros Corcoran posted his 
t,-uus and prepared for immediate 
attack. 


Pryor's camp was well laid for de- 


fense. The road from Suffolk crossed 
n swamp near the store, which stood 
in an open space surrounded by n 
thick pine forest reaching to the road 
where it pressed the swamp. Two Con- 
federate regiments were posted in the 
woods to meet the Fedora 1 advance, 
and the artillery took position to sweep 
the Held between the swamp and the 
store. Cavulry pickets were stationed 
at every path and lane, and the road- 
way across the swamp was also guard- 
ed by troops. To forestall a surprise 
Pryor bent 100 sharpshooters out along 
the road beyond the swamp to lie >n 
hiding and greet the Federal advance. 


Corcoran put Ills column in motion 


for a bpot-dy attack soon after 3 o'clock 
In the morning, while It \\as still dark, 


cavalry In front struck the am- 
of KharpHhooUTH and was received 


with n volley which emptied many Mid- 
dles. The troopon* willed and dashed 
ahead, mooting another hail of bullets. 
Undaunted by the stealthy lire tho cav- 
alry puhhcd forward, driving the sharp 
shootcrx back ncroxs the uwnuip to « 
second ambush. At Mil* point Cor- 
coran'* men received a deadly flre nt 
ten paced and en mo to a luilt, 


Wblto tbe cavalry struggled through 


the swamp Corcoran directed h!s artil- 
lery to toss some Shells upon the Con 
federate rear. A battery of six gon 
opened the ball and, being sharply an 
swered immediately by several pieces 
011 the other tide of the swamp, wert 
joined by sii more, making twelve in 
all. Pryor also had twelve guns in po- 
sition on the edge of the fit-Id close to 
the swamp and around Kelly's store. 
By 4 o'clock all the guns were furious- 
ly engaged and kept it up for two hours 
without cessation. Shells tore through 
the pine trees lining the roadway and 
field and searched the swamp on both 
sides of the road. 


At 5 o'clock Corcoran ordered his 


leading ragiment to charge the ene- 
my's gun in the roadway beyond the 
swamp. The colonel of this regiment 
had been mortally wounded, and the 
lieutenant colonel and major had both 
been unhorsed and disabled by Confed- 
erate shells. The adjutant attempted 
to rally the command and lead it into 
action, but the men became confused 
and blocked the roadway across the 
swamp. It was necessary to lead the 
regiment back to the rear in order to 
restore their confidence, and this de- 
layed the advance of the nest line fol- 
lowing until 0 o'clock. 


The Confederates having had time 


to prepare tor the attack, Corcoran 
decided to reconnoiter his position be- 
fore risking too much. He sent for- 
ward the One Hundred and Thirtieth 
N'ew York, which was three times 
charged upon while making its way 
through tfie swamp .and woods. The 
New Yorkers ran upon Pryor's guns, 
posted to sweep the open field and tho 
road where it led out of the swamp. 
The reconnoissance warned Corcoran 
that it would Involve useless slaughter 
to attempt a charge upon artillery by 
troops moving in column or to halt 
them for formation under fire. 


Meanwhile Corcoran's scouting cav- 


alry had discovered another road lead- 
Ing to the enemy's right flank. A squad- 
ron of troopers nt once marched for- 
ward on the new road, which also 
crossed the swamp, but on emerging 
Into the open ground was received with 
a shower of case shot from a battery 
on the opposite side of the field. Gen- 
eral Pryor had disposed his force to 
cover the approaches by both roads. 
The cavalry had a howitzer in the col- 
umn, 
but it was silenced after firing 


three shots by the superior artillery of 
the Confederates. 


On learning the result of the cavalry 


advance against the Confederate flank 
General Corcoran determined to try 
once more the direct attack in front. 
But it was nearing the hour of noon 
nud his troops had eaten nothing since 
the previous evening, and a wise gen- 
oral knows the folly of expecting a 
good fight with men whose stomachs 
are empty. Besides, the artillery had 
used up all its ammunition In the fierce 
duel of the morning. A repulse of the 
Infantry without guns to fire upon the 
euerny should they return the charge 
would mean the destruction of the 
whole command. Corcoran decided to 
wait for more ammunition and give his 
men a chance to take food. 


At 12 o'clock' all was ready for the 


advance, but the enemy offered no op- 
position to the crossing of the swamp. 
In fact, thp movement of Corcoran's 
cavalry upon Pryor's flank had changed 
the whole battle, la order to meet the 
cavalry ou his flank Pryor bad with- 
drawn the infantry and batteries from 
the road first attacked and moved it 
around to the new point of. danger. The 
cavalry was quickly repulsed, and re- 
tired through the swamp. 
At this 


juncture General Pryor learned that his 
artillery had used up all its ammunition 
and tho column was not prepared to 
cope with odds, especially \vben lie had 
no cavalry nud his batteries were a' 
hindrance rather than a help. He re- 
luctantly ordered a retreat to.the Black- 
water, leaving the battlefield to his foe. 


Corcoran pushed the pursuit with his 


ufcual dash, and bis infantry advance 
caught up with the Confederate rear 
guard at the crossing of a creek a few 
mllos from the field. Placing guns in 
position Corcoran shelled tho oppposlte 
bank with a few rounds, then sent 
Colonel Spear's Pennsylvania troopers 
over the bridge at a gallop. Tho Con- 
federates had left the accue, and in n 
ride of two miles Spear saw nothing of 
tlie mou in gray. 


For a small affair the execution, of 


the artillery nt Deserted House, or 
Kelly's Store, as the battle is variously 
named, was remarkable. All the firing 
was done in the night, with only the 
Hashes to guide the gunners. Tho first 
Federal shell killed Colonel Thomas 
Poague of the Fiftieth Virginia. Two 
Virginia captains also wore killed by 
shell flre. The ground lately occupied 
by tho Confederate batteries was 
strewn with dead soldiers, horses, bro- 
ken rummers, sponges, knapsacks taul 
cartridge boxes. General Pryor curriud 
nway all the woundod who fell in tin- 
open, but many of his soldiers strut;!; 
down In tho swamp were loft to their 
fate. 


Tho fire of Pryor'8 guns was also 


deadly. Corcoran lost two officers and 
twenty-one killed, olght officers and 100 
men woundod, chiefly from shell flre. 
In the two bnttcrloB engaged twenty- 
nix men were killed or woundod. 


Pryor'g attempt and failure led to a 


more formidable expedition Home weeks 
later under General Ix>ngtitrcfit.

the ubiquitous Forrest set out 


fit the h«id of tht-ir cavalry bauds to 
retake that valuable stronghold. The 
Confederate's had never recovered from 
the chagrin cruised throughout the 
south by the loss of the k«.-y to Tennes- 
see. 


As the campaign stood in the west at 


the close of January, 1S03, the recovery 
of DoiK'l.son might reverse the whole 
military situation. Grant was tied up 
with his Vicksburg projects on the 
Mississippi, and Rosecrans, the Federal 
commander in. Tennessee, had bis 
match in Bragg, whose army wintered 
within striking distance of Nashville. 
Nashville was the base of Rosecrans* 
army, and its fate would follow that of 
Douelson, Should both fall again into 
the hands of the Confederates Tennes- 
see would soon be as bare of Yankee 
soldiers as it had been before Gram's 
irruption with battalions and gunboats 
in February, 18(2. 


Fort Donelson guarded the Cumber- 


land river below Nashville and had 
originally been built by the Confeder- 
ates to bar the river against Federal 
warships. After Grant captured it, and 
Nashville fell with it to become an 


tbot and f«-!l \v:;h his ritltr. SupiijaiES 
tb<;r Irtidt-r killed, the troupers turned 
and fled. 


With the.rofmlse of Forrest. Hard- 


ing's men again occupied the old lines. 
A thirty-two i»ouuder siege jjun was 
brought to bear upon the threatened 
IK>im and double shotted with canister. 
Forrv9»t*s men rushed forward, to be 
EJ« with the canister at ten paces. 
Colonel McN:iir of Forrest's staff and 
several other ofiicers, together with 
scores of men, fell. Harding had 
massed 300 men on tbe ridge near the 
guns. Against tliis line Forrest rode 
with a dozen njeu of his escort to with- 
in thirty paces. But bis brigade bad 
been wiped out. A second time bis 
borse was shot under him, and %>ie 
sturdy fighter, who all along had op- 
posed the attack, reluctantly sounded 
tbo retreat. 


Wharton's attack was not less des- 


perate th:m that of Forrest, but owing 
to the formation of tbe ground and the 
lines in that quarter the defenders kept 


j tbe assailants at a distance. After the 
i loss of the gun Colonel Harding sent 
I two more pieces into action against 
| Wbarton. His infantry In their rifle 


pits withstood the assaults of enemies 
outnumbering them ten^to one. 


During the heat of Wharton's attack 


Colonel Harding stripped the line

army base, the post was strengthened 
lu order to protect the channel for sup- 
ply ships going up to Nashville. The 
garrisou consisted of the Eighty-third 
Illinois infantry, Flood's Illinois bat- 
tery and Captain von Minden's com- 
pany of the Fifth Iowa cavalry, about 
800 men. 


During the forenoon of Feb. 3 a citi- 


zen brought word to Colonel Harding, 
commandant of the post, that the Con- 
federates were coming. Harding pre- 
pared to fight. The position was sur- 
rounded by a ridge, which he crowned 
with four rifled guus and placed liismeu j 
at the weakest points ou his line of de- , 
fcnse. The guns could sweep the out- 
side of the breastworks, and he relied- 
cuiefly upon their execution to repulse 
a charge. At 1:30 p. in. a flag of truce 
cnme to the lines with the following 
ringing summons to surrender: 
To the Commanding Officer at Fort Donel- 


son: 
Having invested Fort Donelson with a | 


force sufficient to take it and desiring to 
prevent the effusion of blood, we have tho 
lonor to demand an immediate and un- 
conditional surrender of the fort, with ail 
tho forces, btores. etc. If you surrender, 
you will be treated ab prisoners of war; 
f not, you must abide the consequences.

The reply was couched In fewer 


words, but left no doubt as to the spirit 
of the writer. It read: 


I decline to surrender the forces under 


my command or the post wlvhout an cf- 
tort to defend them. A. c. HARDING, 
Colonel Commanding. 


Forrest had with him 800 men, and 


Wharton's force numbered 2,000 sabers. 
Both columns attacked simultaneously. 
Three Confederate batteries rained 
shots upon the Federals, raking tbe 
ine lengthwise. Iu his first rush For- 
rest carried tho outer trenches, but 
Harding snl'cly withdrew bis men and 
guns to a shorter line. To prevent tbe 
removal of the guns tho Confederates 
nlmcd at the horses and shot down nil 
but the wheel team of one piece. After 
nceiuu the other guns safe tbe can- 
noneers returned iu tlio face of Wbar- 
ton'H onrushing lino to recover the one 
In danger. Cutting IOOHC the four dead 
nnlnuila, the driver mounted, but the 
off borao WIIH instantly Hbol, leaving the 
gun helpless. Tin- cannoneers fought 
with rammers nnd spikes until over- 
powered. Meanwhile the Illinois men 
poured a biting rl(I<> (Ire upon 
tbo 


charging ranks. Forrest's ham was 


around the siege gun where Forrest 
Lad been checked with fearful carnage 
of its defenders and sent them to the 
points of danger. That was Forrest's 
opportunity, but his brigade was out 
of the fight for good. So rapid had 
been the firing of the infantry that 
their ammunition was nearly exhausted. 
The only reserve supply at the post 
was in a section tliat had been cut off 
by the charging Confederates fc'orn the 
main part of the garrison arouud the 
siege guu and near Colonel Harding's 
headquarters. Three out of nine of tho 
Illinois companies were in rifle pits 
near the ammunition. Adjoining these 
were some rifle pits which had been 
abandoned early iji the fight. JusJ at 
sundown the -Illinoisans at. headquar- 
ters arose frpm their pits with .a-yteJl 
nnd started at double quick for thoir 
ammunition. Tho Confederates who 
lay in the pathway ran from the field 
without an attempt at resistance, and 
when darkness fell the garrisou held 
the same wtfrks as at the opening of 
the attack. 


Soon after dark Wheeler again sum- 


moucd Colonel Harding to surrender, 
saying that he had not yet put half his 
force into action and would renew the 
attack. 
Again Harding spurned tho 


idea of yielding. 


But the danger was not over, Forrest 


Lad peudtrated within short canister 
range of the siege gun in his boldest 
charge, and tho advance line of the en- 
emy lay within 100 yards of tho main 
rifle pits. The guns were short of fric- 
tion primers, aud the siege piece, being 
too heavy to remove, was spiked and 
abandoned. 


A council was bold In the Confeder- 


ate bivouac which decided to suspend 
the attack. Later word reached Wheel- 
er that a fleet of transports was coming 
up the rivor loaded with Federal troops 
tml convoyed by gunboats. Warned by 
this and tin; stubbornness of the de- 
fense, ho ordered a retreat. 


Colonel Hiding's loss In battle was 


sixty-four killed and woundod, a trifle 
in comparison with that of the Confed- 
erates. Wharton's command lost eighty- 
five killed nnd wounded and Forrest 
over 200.

Colonel Charles Rivers Ellft, lost his 
ship to. the enemy through the treach- 
ery of a pilot 


EHct was Just out of his teens. On 


the death of bis father. Colonel Charles 
EUet, with whom tbe boy had fought 
in battle, be was promoted to the rank 
of colonel and given control of a small 
fleet, with the Queen of the West for 
flagship. The vessel was a river steam- 
boat rigged as a ram. She was with tbe 
Federal squadron above Vk-ksburg. 
j 


At midwinter. 1863. tbe Confederates 


controlled the Mississippi 
between 


Vicksburg and Port Hudson, their bat-, 
terles at these points keeping the Fed- 
eral ships either above or below, ex- 
cepting as they took the risk of running 
tbe fire of the forts and fighting for 
right of way iu the channel with Con-' 
federate ships. If chased by powerful 
enemies, the Confederates would steam i 
up Red river, where tbe channel was 
too shallow for heavy Federal ships and 
also guarded by Confederate batteries. 


Ellet ran the Vicksbnrg batteries in 


broad daylight, ramming tbe Confeder- 
ate steamer Vicksburg as he passed. 
Tbe Queen of the West was struck by 
twelve shells and set on fire, but the 
flames were subdued, and after an ex- 
citing cruise, during which the raiding 
sailors burned large quantities of Con- 
federate stores nt the docks, the expedi- 
tion was steaming up Red river en 
Feb. 14. 


Ellet received warning that the Con- 


federates had afloat in those waters a 
vessel named General Webb, which 
could sink his ship at one shot. He 
decided to risk the encounter and get 
iu the first shot himself. Fortunately, 
as it proved, he met and captured a lit- 
tle unarmed transport steamer, the 
Era. and left her at anchor in, charge of 
u guard. Proceeding up the river with 
tbe tender De Soto, a small ferryboat, 
lu his wake, be ordered his pilot to 
steam slowly toward Gordon's Land- 
ing, where he was told there were, 
tbree large Confederate ships with 
steam down. A bend in tbe river be- 
low the lauding bid the ram from the 
enemy's view, and Ellet hoped to dash 
in and destroy the ships at a blow. 


The pilot on duty was a substitute 


for the regular pilot, wuo was sick in 
his berth. As soon as the nose of the 
ship,appeared around the bend the ene- 
my opened with four thirty-two pound- 
er guns from on shore. Owing to the 
protection of the bend there need have 
been no difficulty in backing the Queen 
of the West out of range, and at the 
third shot Ellet ordered,tbe pilot to 
back up. Instead the ship was run 
ahead and grounded, where every shot 
struck the target. 


When the ship struck, the enginee? 


reported the steam pipe cut, and thf 
vessel was instantly filled with steam. 
Without steam power she could not 
move. After firing thirty shots at the- 
helpless ship the Confederates rowed 
out with skiffs to board her. Ellet or- 
dered the ship's yawl lowered to save 
bis wounded, but some of the sailors 
had already taken it and disappeared 
The De Soto had dropped astern of the 
flagship, and her j awl was out of reacb. 


For the protection of the main deck 


of the Queen of the West her sides bad 
been barricaded with cotton bales. 
These were cast overboard, and the 
sailors, leaping after them, used them 
for floats to drift with the current. El- 
let reached the De Soto on a cotton 
bale and ordered her yawl to succor 
the wounded on the De Soto. Two offi- 
cers volunteered to go with the yawl. 


While the yawl's party was picking 


up the wounded tbe Confederates ap- 
peared on-board the luckless ship. El- 
let's men would have fired her to pre- 
vent her use by the enemy, but the 
wounded were still aboard. One of the 
officers who attempted to remove the 
wounded captain -of the ship was taken 
prisoner, but the others escaped with 
the yawl to the De Soto. 


Ellet and the officers of the De Soto 


picked up tbe sailors in the river and 
were about to start back for the Queen 
of the West, when a dense fog came on 
suddenly and the boat lost her rudders 
by running iHto a bank. The next hope 
lay in the little captive Era, which bad 
been left fifteen miles below. The De 
Soto drifted down to the Era, and after 
putting all hands aboard of the ex-Con- 
federate she was lightened of her car- 
go, the De Soto scuttled and tho pilot 
ordered to make the Mississippi as soon 
as possible. As the De Soto bad drifted 
away from the scene of disaster Ellet 
noticed the Confederate ships sending 
up black smoke, showing they were 
preparing to take a hand against tbe 
daring Federal raiders. 


On the trip down Red river the act- 


ing pilot betrayed his Confederate sym- 
pathies In speech, but Ellet was com- 
pelled to len\e him at the wheel of the 
Era, as no ouc else on board knew the 
channel. 
Upon reaching tbe Mlssls- 


klppl ho ran the bout aground, although 
she drew but two feet of water. Luck- 
ily tho Era foil in with the Federal 
Ironclad Indlnnoln, which bad run the 
Vicksburg batteries and was patrolling 
near tho mouth of Rod river to guard 
Ellet against attack from the rear. 


Soon after the meeting of the Era 


nnd Indlnnola tbe Confederate ship 
Webb hove In sight, making for Red 
river to entrap Ellet. At sight of the 
Ironclad tho Webb turned About and, 
being tbe fleeter vessel, got away. As 
EUet wished to return and rayon tbe 


fate of bis expedition to tbe fleet above 
Vicksburg, Captain Brown of the In- 
dia uola took tbe Era under convoy un- 
til she had passed the mouth of the Red 
river and then prepared his xessel to 
fight tbe Webb. Meanwhile the Webb 
had made a landing and telegraphed 
news cf the Indianola to tbe captors of 
tbe Queen of tbe West. Tbe disabled 
ship was- quickly put in order and 
manned with a picked crew. 


Meanwhile another dispatch bad 


brought up from Port Hudson the Con- 
federate cotton clad Beatty, carrying 
200 riflemen from the army camps, so 
that the Indianola bad tbree ships to 
contend with instead of one The Con- 
federates rated their foe at true value 
and made their attack in tbe night, 
hoping to surprise and board her. 
Waiting for nightfall, the Queen of 
the West, Webb and Beatty moved 
stealthily up stream with their lights 
out. Tbe Indianola was discovered 
hugging the bank, her black figure 
shrouded in darkness. 


In order to protect his ship from the 


Vicksbnrg guns Brown had lashed 
loaded coal barges to her sides, and 
these -were still in position, making the 
ironclad a clumsy ship in battle. Tbe 
Queen of tbe West opened fire at 15Q 
yards and at tbe same time dashed her 
massive ram against a coal barge.! 
crushing it and striking the Indianouv 
amidships. The Queen of the West 
stuck fast to the Ironclad, and the two 
drifted down the river, meeting tbe 
Webb, which struck tbe Indianola 
bead on in the .bow.; This collision dis- 
abled one of the engines of the Indiano- 
la, but it also shook her loose from the 
embrace of the Queen of the West. 
• 


Tbe gunners of both sides made the 


most of their-chance when the vessels 
were at close quarters. The Queen 
tried a second savage lunge, moving 
with tbe current, but Brown turned the 
Indianola. getting only a glancing Wow, 
while his gunners landed two nine inch 
shot in the ram, which disabled two 
guns. Backing off, the Queen again 
struck the ironclad, disabling the star-

board rudder. Almost immediately tbe 
Webb came down stream with the ear- 
rent and crashed into the bow of the 
Indianola, cutting through her 'hull 'so 
that the water poured in like a flood. 
This charge carried away the prow of 
the Webb, but she was otherwise un- 
harmed. The Queen, however, was the 
worse for her many collisions with the 
ironclad and listed so far to port that 
she had to be lightened to bring her 
wheel into the water. After the last 
blow from the Webb the Indianola' 
dropped down stream, pointing for, 
shore. Signal was given by the Queen! 
to the men on the Beatty to board, and! 
as tbe new antagonist steamed along- 
side a voice cried out from the Indian-1 
ola, "We surrender!"

Brown gave up his sword to Colonel' 


Brand of the Beatty, who gallantly ac* 
knowledged that the prize belonged to. 
the Queen of the West and the Webb.j 
Tbe Ironclad bad lost but two men in! 
battle, so well were her works protect- 
ed. Confederate shots fired at twenty, 
and thirty yards had failed to damage 
her sidea. The terrific cannonading of 
this night battle was beard thirty miles1 
up and down the river. 
' 


Finding that their prize was going 


down, the Confederates -attempted tol 
tow her to a landing and save the val-1 
liable stores on board, but she sunk on' 
the Mississippi side in front of Jeffer- 
son Davis' plantation. The Queen of 
the West was destroyed In her next 
battle, and Ellet never saw bis ship 
ftgnln.

For a small family the larger eud of 


a medtom ateed ham 1* better than an 
entire ham. At the time of purchasing 
lave tbe butcher cut several slices 
from your purchase. These may be 
rubbed witii lard or suet fat and will 
keep lu prime condition for a week at 
least. The grease is easily wiped off 
when frying time come*. 


Ham may be broiled, but for most 


families it Is best to "pan broil" it, for 
In this way tbe fat 1* kept for frying 
purpose*. Pan cooked ham should be 
cooked slowly, drawing the pan back 
from tbe fire .after the first few mo- 
menta. Always freshen the flnt slice 
cooked, and then use judgment. Some 
bam is. fresh enough tor immediate 
use. . It is unnecessary when having 
boiled bam and vegetables for dinner 
or baked bam for tbe principal meat 
dish to boil the entire amount of bam. 
Especially'is this undesirable in small 
families, where one soon tires of a dish 
often repeated. Cut off four or five 
pounds of the bam in a compact chunk 
and boil or bake It, leaving the rest to 
be used later on in tbe same or a differ- 
ent way. • One should remember that 
the bam will keep If the sliced side is 
rubbed with lard'or corumeal almost 
indefinitely during the cold weather. 
Do not use it so frequently that the 
members of your family tire of the 
name ham. Bemember it is only to sup- 
plement and eke out the purchase of 
other meat, more especially for break- 
fasts and luncheons. 


If the bain baa not been skinned, 


pour boJliiig water over it and when it 


cool enough 'to handle scrape and 


wash clean. If the ham is a huge 
whole one. It will require a wash boiler 
in which to lioil. For the small piece of 
ham mentioned above use an agate ket- 
tle. When the cold water with which it 
was eoyered comes to the boiling point, 
dra\f the kettle to tbe back of the 
stove, where it will cook gently until 
soft enough to pierce with a fork. 
Change the water twice while it Is 
cooking, adding boiling water each 
time, A cupful of vinegar added to the 
last water improves the flavor Tender- 
fully. When tbe ham is done, take up 
and set to cool. It should be skinned 
as soon as possible. If too hot, dip the 
hand constantly In cold water while re- 
moving the skin, which cornea off read- 
ily with the fingers just as one peels an 
orange. Put the ham in a baking pan 
and set. in the oven for a time to draw 
out the grease, which will tend to make 
it keep a longer time. If it shows, signs 
of mold, set it at once in the oven for 
awhile. 


By tbe way, cold pan cooked ham la 


a» delicious as that: which is boiled if 
the slices are removed from the pan at 
once and drained that there be no sus- 
picion of grease about them when cold.

The upper of these two cakes, illus- 


trated in Good Housekeeping, is de- 
signed for a valentine party. It may be 
a loaf cake with the tube making the 
hole In the center. Frost with any color 
of icing you choose. This one is pink, 
using the ordinary uncooked icing, 
while around the side and on top are 
the common heart shaped lozenges, gen- 
erally called "motto candles." lu this 
case they are white. A pretty effect 
may be obtained by using orange icing 
with yellow hearts or the white hearts 
against a delicate green icing. 


The cherry tree cake is specially pre- 


pared for a George Washington birth- 
day party. It is made in two layers 
and frosted with a white icing. Use a 
frosting made from white of egg, lemon 
juice and confectioners' sugar, which 
will not harden as quickly as boiled 
icing- While still soft scatter about the 
top twenty or thirty small round red 
candies which look like cherries. Next 
around the base, about an inch apart, 
stick ' candied cherries. The frosting 
will be dry enough for the "painting" 
of the tree to be done. You will want 
two colors, the brown of chocolate 
mixed with icing thinned with a few 
drops of milk. Take a small fine point- 
ed brush and paint with tbe chocolate 
the brown of the tree trunk and branch- 
es. For leaves use leaf green coloring, 
which comes in tiny glass cans.

pages. Cut a strip of linen as long as 
the Jback and two Inches wider. Paste 
It along the back, leaving the extra 
inch on each side free. Lay the book 
down on tbe cardboard and make it 
even at the back-, then allow an eighth 
of an inch on top, bottom and front 
Cut two such pieces for the sides. 


Put paste on the outer sides of the 


strip fastened to the back and press the 
cardboards on either side of the book. 
Another strip of linen the same width 
may be fastened over the back and 
sides for greater strength. Put the book 
under a heavy weight until dry. 


Now cut a piece of linen large enough 


to cover the entire book, allowing half 
an inch extra on all sides. The sides of 
the book may be pasted all over, or 
merely the inside edge, when you fas- 
ten the cover on. Lay it carefully on 
the cardboard and press it perfectly 
smooth and tight, taking care to keep 
the thread of the linen straight. Fasten 
the edges on the inside. Cut slits hah! 
an Inch long on either side of the back 
at top and bottom, turn in the little 
pieces and paste down the back. Then 
stretch the second side tightly, and fas- 
ten It Paste a sheet of heavy notepa- 
per against the cover, leaving* the one 
half of the sheet for a fly leaf. Put un- 
der a heavy weight and leave till thor- 
oughly dry. It is now ready for the 
decoration.

Very Serious Difficulties. 


That the plan of building a suspen- 
ioo bridge across the 
Piscataqua 


as by no means been abandoned 
was proven to a Herald representa- 
ive Thursday afternoon, toy a chat 
with Engineer William H. Keepers. 


Mr. Keepers is an expert in bridge 
onstruction and has been the direc- 
or of some dozens of enterprises of 
his sort. It will be recalled that he 
was the contractor for the famous 
ridge across Niagara falls and that 
e personally assumed full charge of 
he work; and this is but one of many 
Bridges which he has built, in all 
iarts of the country. 


"The scheme is a perfectly feasible 


me," said Mr. Keepers, "in fact, I see 
no great difficulties 
to be encoun- 


ered in bridging the Piscataqua. Last 
ummer, as you may remember, I es- 
imated that the cost would not be 
more than $200,000. Since then 
I 


lave looked into the matter a little 
more thoroughly and am convinced 
hat my estimate would have then 
overed the entire" cost :>f construc- 
ion. 


'Since that time, 
however, 
the 


irice of labor and material has* ad- 
vanced considerably and it would be 
necessary to increase the figures giv- 
en then 25 or 30 thousand 
dollars, 


'or $230,000 I would willingly under- 
ake to build a suspension 
bridge 


ar track and a roadway for car- 
riages. This latter would be of a 
width sufilcient to allow two carriages 
o pasa without difliculty. 


"The bridge should be started at 


the top of High street hill and it 
could then be easily carried across 
Market street, spanning the Piscata- 
qua in a graceful arch at a height 
sufficient to allow ships to pass un- 
derneath and landing on the upper 
side of Badger's Island. From this 
atter point a roadway could be built 
to connect with the present 
road 


across the island. The ascent to and 
descent from the bridge would 
be 


easy and gradual. 


"The danger to the structure from 


fire in the buildings underneath could 
be readily overcome by placing pipes 
on the bridge from which great vol- 
umes of water could toe thrown upon 
a burning building, thus not only pro- 
tecting the bridge itself but mater- 
ally aiding the firemen as well. 


"Of course the points which I have 


just mentioned are not the only land- 
ing place for a bridge, but they are, 
all things considered, the most con- 
venient in this vicinity." 


"Are you certain that your bridge 


would be high enough to permit the 
big 5 masters which come up the 
river to pass beneath it?" asked the 
Chronicle man. 


"I am absolutely certain," replied 


Mr. Keepers. "They could not only 
pass «underneath 
without 
danglr, 


but there would be 
many feet 
to 


spare. Of course, the secretary of 
war would have to decide this ques- 
tion, but I have built 
about sixty 


bridges upon the plans for which he 
has had to pass and the plans were 
not rejected in a single instance. 


"As it not likely that the city it- 


self would enter upon such an enter- 
prise, the bridge would have to be 
built by a stock company, in which 
case it would be necessary to charge 
tolls. The electric railway company 
miight abandon its ferry and inter 
PS(. itself in the plan and such action 
on its part would help the scheme 
very much. 


"It seems to me that so compara 


tively small a sum can easily be 
raised and I believe that the bridge 
will be built in tho not distant fu 
ture."
